Republican presidential hopefuls competing for the chance to unseat President Obama in the 2012 election met in Iowa on Thurs- 
day for one of the last debates before the state-by-state nominating race kicks off in January Here’s a look at the candidates, reuters 



NEWT GINGRICH 

A former speaker 
of the U.S. House 
of Representatives, 
Gingrich was the 
main architect of the 
1994 Republican con- 
gressional election 
victory and author 
of its “Contract with 
America” manifesto. 
He ended his 20-year 
congressional career 
after Republican loss- 
es in 1998 elections. 

Gingrich, 68, 
has overtaken Mitt 
Romney, who some 
Republicans see as 
too moderate, in na- 
tional polls. Despite 
allegations of ques- 
tionable business 
ties, Gingrich’s strong 
debate performances 
and controversies sur- 
rounding some of his 
rivals have helped him 
climb in the polls. 


MITT ROMNEY 

Romney, 64, who 
lost the nomination 
to John McCain in 
2008, has remained 
at or near the front of 
the pack among the 
Republican presiden- 
tial hopefuls for most 
of the campaign, 
holding steady with 
about a quarter of the 
Republican vote. 

Romney, who co- 
founded private eq- 
uity firm Bain Capital, 
has touted his busi- 
ness experience 
as a way to attack 
Obama’s handling of 
the struggling U.S. 
economy. Critics say 
he was a corporate 
raider who cut jobs. 


RON PAUL 

An anti-war member 
of the House from 
Texas who ran un- 
successfully for the 
party’s 2008 nomi- 
nation, libertarian 
Paul, 76, has for years 
pushed many of the 
positions that now 
are part of the Tea 
Party platform. His 
calls for steep cuts 
in the U.S. deficit and 
the size of govern- 
ment have moved to 
the mainstream. 


RICK PERRY 

The three-term Texas 
governor has petered 
out after shooting to 
the top of the field 
when he jumped into 
the nomination race 
in August. 

Perry, 61, has been 
troubled by fumbling 
debate performances 
for much of his cam- 
paign. In a November 
Republican debate, 
he forgot the name of 
one of three govern- 
ment agencies he has 
pledged to eliminate 
if elected president. 


MICHELE 

BACHMANN 

Bachmann, 55, 
reached the top tier 
of Republican candi- 
dates after a strong 
performance in the 
first major debate in 
June. She since has 
fallen to single digits 
in opinion surveys. 

Known for strong 
religious views and 
uncompromising 
positions on financial 
issues, the Minnesota 
member of the House 
is seen as having little 
appeal to moder- 
ate Republicans or 
independents. 


RICKSANTORUM 

Santorum, 53, a for- 
mer senator from 
Pennsylvania, made 
a name for himself 
opposing abortion 
rights and gay mar- 
riage while backing 
welfare reform. He 
has fought to en- 
hance his profile in 
early voting states 
but remains far 
behind. 


JON HUNTSMAN 

Huntsman, 51, re- 
signed in April as 
Obama’s ambassador 
to China to plan his 
presidential run. 

Like Romney, 
Huntsman is 
Mormon. The former 
governor of Utah and 
member of a wealthy 
chemicals family is a 
moderate, and he has 
not won over the con- 
servative voters who 
play a big role in the 
nominating process. 
He is near the bot- 
tom of many national 
polls.

IVe been swagged, 
Auto-Tuned and 
taken to the club to 
pop bottles way more 
times than I can 
handle.

So in the spirit of 
complaining about a 
problem only if you 
present a solution, I 
may have a cure for 
the hip-hop ste- 
reocide that’s been 
assaulting my ears: Rappers, get al’Y show. 

Most artists try their hand at acting only 
after they’ve achieved a certain amount of 
name recognition in the music business. To 
them I say, you’re hustling backward. A Httle 
digging indicates that— with certain obvious 
exceptions— getting a gig on the small screen 
before getting a gig on the mic might be the 
actual key to success. 

Donald Glover is a prototype example. 
Before he dropped his critically acclaimed 
rap debut, “Camp,” last month under the 
name Childish Gambino, he was honing his 
writing skills at “30 Rock” and evoking belly 
laughs as liroy Barnes on “Community.” I lis 
witty wordplay and irreverent humor cross 
over into his lyrics, making him a welcome 
change from the heap of recycled rappers 
littering the radio. 

'llien there’s Drake, arguably the biggest 
rapper in the game at this point. As we all 
know, before he was getting all emo on songs 
and professing his love for Nicki Minaj, he 
was the wheelchair-rolHn’ Jimmy Brooks on 
“Degrassi: The Next Generation.” Acting 
on a cheesy teen drama must have given him 
plenty of time to earn his chops as a perform- 
er, and now he’s rolHng to the bank. 

And don’t forget Jamie Foxx. While not 
a rapper, before he was blaming it on the 
alcohol, he was “ret ta go” as Wanda on “In 
Living Color” and a mainstay on his own 
“Jaime Foxx Show” He maybe a crooner, but 
rappers should still take note. 

Of course, there are obvious exceptions. 
Ice-T is an OG, and he’s seamlessly gone from 
ponytailed pimp lyrics to ponytailed police 




work on “Law & Order: Special Victims 
Unit.” LLCoolJ also did his thing with “In 
the House” and, more recently, on “NCIS: 
Los Angeles,” all after being a bona fide rap 
star. But that’s Uncle L— he could even make 
FUBU lashionable again. 

Some may also count Will Smith as an ex- 
ception, but ... eh, not really. Smith did have 
rap success before he was chilUng with Uncle 
Phil and Aunt Viv on “'Hie Fresh Prince of 
Bel- Air.” But the show itself still was the 
launching pad that catapulted Big Willie into 
a household name— not just a teen heart- 
throb— and ensured his subsequent albums 
would sell like energy drinks at a Ben Stein 
lecture. 

Wouldn’t a rapper like Wale benefit from 
a stint on a smart comedy Hke “Parks and 
Recreation”? He’s already professed his love 
for “Seinfeld” and could be the new Tracy 
Morgan of Ty if Tracy could rap. Or imagine 
the ridiculous antics of Lil B mixed with the 
ridiculous antics on “It’s Always Sunny in 
Philadelphia.” 

Perhaps the lesson here is we shouldn’t be 
looking for our future rap stars onstage— 
well, at least not the music stage. It seems 
like TV’s the new Compton, and it’s produc- 
ing its own NWA (new wave of artists). 

Which begs the question: When is Jason 
Segel going to drop his rap debut?

Water Tower Place 
debuts clothes scanner

Ronna Woodmancy was quick to size up a 
new body-scanning gizmo on the sixth floor 
of Water Tower Place* 

^'This is so cooil” the 55-year-old Pekin 
woman said^ needing no prompting from at- 
tendants to jump— baggy clothing and all— 
into the Me-Ality full-body scanning booth. 
“Fd heard about it a couple of months ago, 
that they were doing it at malls 

In Chicago for a girls^ shopping trip, Wood- 
mancy was among the first to try the scanner 
Tuesday, standii^ motionless, fingertips to 
thigh, for about 10 seconds as a wand circled 
her and lights flashed, all in the cause of find- 
ing clothes that fit better. 

Water lower Place is the first Midwestern 
shopping center to host the futuristic Me-Ali- 
ty fitting room, which, in minutes, takes de- 
tailed measurements via 200,000 data points 
and suggests up to 20 jeans and pants likely 
to fit best. (For now, the system recommends 
jeans and pants for women but just jeans for 
men; information on men’s pants will be add- 
ed next year.) Scanners also are being installed 
at Northbrook Court, Orland Square and 
Woodfield malls. 

Retailers pay the scanner company. Nova 
Scotia-based Unique Solutions Design Ltd., 
each time their brand is recommended. 


Unique rents space for the kiosk. 

Only a few women ventured into the cham- 
ber over the course of a few hours on a recent 
weekday, but mall officials said there were lines 
at the kiosk on busier weekend shopping days. 

The service is free for shoppers, who re- 


ceive a personalized listing of brands, sizes 
and styles, along with names of stores inside 
the mall that carry those items. They can get 
more comprehensive listings sent via email. 

Woodmancy asked that hers be emailed for 
later use, as she intended to buy only gloves 


during this outing. But she also is in the mar- 
ket for new duds, having lost: 12 pounds over 
the past few months. 

“It’ll help me. ... I’m always taking clothes 
back,” she said. “It’s quick. It’s fast. I hope it 
works. It would save a lot of time.”

Authorities charge 
Sam Hurd was willing 
to spend up to $700,000 
each week on drugs

As he dined at a high-end suburban steak- 
house Wednesday night, Bears receiver Sam 
Hurd spoke of an alleged secret, second life: 
that of a drug dealer looking to push major 
quantities of cocaine and marijuana onto Chi- 
cago’s streets, authorities allege, 

Hurd, who is earning $2 million this year 
on the football field, allegedly told his com- 
panions that he needed 5 to 10 kilograms of 
cocaine and 1,000 pounds of marijuana every 
week. He also was allegedly looking for a cell- 
phone from Mexico because he believed it 
could help him evade federal wiretaps. 

The meal ended with one of the two drug 
suppliers handing Hurd a bag allegedly con- 
taining T kilogram of cocaine. What the for- 
mer Northern Illinois University star hadn’t 
realized was one guest was an undercover fed- 
eral agent while the other was a confidential 
government informant, authorities said. 

As he allegedly placed the bag in his vehicle 
outside Morton’s The Steak house in Rose- 
mont, Hurd quickly was arrested. He now 
faces major federal drug conspiracy charges 
that have put his career in peril and also carry 
a hefty potential sentence of up to 40 years 
in prison. Unlike other athletes who have 
drawn headlines for recreational drug offens- 
es, Hurd’s case is striking in that the charges 
against him portray him as what cops would 
consider a major player in the drug world. 


^‘There’s disappointment right now with 
our entire football team,” said Bears coach 
Lovic Smith, who indicated that the team 
became concerned Thursday morning when 
I Turd, 26, of Take Forest, failed to show up for 
meetings, ‘^He’s still a member of the Bears. 
No one has really had achance to talk to Sam,” 

In answer to a reporter’s question. Smith 
said he was unconcerned that other players 
might be snared in the undercover probe, say- 
ing, ^^I’m surprised right now but really would 
be shocked if ,„ I just know that no one else 
would be involved.” 

Hours later, the San Antonio native stood 
in a federal courtroom in Chicago, dressed 
in fashionable jeans and a dark gray T-shirt, A 
federal judge ordered that he remain in custo- 
dy at least one more night while his attorney 
and prosecutors try to work out his release on 
bond, Hurd is scheduled to return to court 
Friday afternoon, 

Hurd, who has a three-year, $4,15 million 
contract with the Bears, spoke in a low voice 
and stood ramrod straight before US. Magis- 
trate Judge ItbungKim. “^s, sir,” he answered 
to a series of questions about whether he un- 
derstood the charge against him. 

Authorities plan to transfer Hurd to Dal- 
las to face one count of conspiring to distrib- 
ute half a kilogram of cocaine or more. Hurd 
played for the Cowboys before signing with 
the Bears in late July. 

Hurd’s lawyer Brett Greenfield, of L.A., 
said the married Ilurd has never been “in a 
position like this in his life,” 

“He is very calm,” said Greenfield, whose 
partner on the case once represented rapper 
Snoop Dogg, “Sam has never been in any trou- 


ble, He is a good player and a good teammate.” 

Federal authorities said Hurd first came to 
their attention in July when the confidential 
informant tipped off agents that a man— later 
learned to be a Ilurd associate— was attempt- 
ing to coordinate the purchase of about 4 ki- 
lograms of cocaine in the Dalbs area. The as- 
sociate wanted to complete the deal that day 
so the buyer could transport the cocaine to a 
northern destination, authorities charged. 

At the direction of authorities, the infor- 
mant met with the Hurd associate. After the 
meeting, Dallas County police conducted a 
traffic stop of the Hurd associate and recov- 
ered $88,000 in cash and a marijuana plant, 
authorities said. 

Hurd, who owned the vehicle pulled over 
by police, later reached out to federal agents 
and said he had placed the $88,000 into the 
vehicle and then turned over the vehicle to 
the associate— who worked at a car repair 
shop— for maintenance and detailing work, 
according to the charges. Hurd produced a 
bank statement that he said showed he had 
withdrawn the $88,000 from his account, but 
authorities said the statement did not back up 
his contention. 

At the Wednesday meeting, I lurd negotiat- 


ed with the informant to buy 5 to 10 kilograms 
of cocaine and 1,000 pounds of marijuana a 
week for distribution in the Chicago area, au- 
thorities alleged. He agreed to pay $25,000 for 
each kilogram of cocaine and $450 a pound 
for the marijuana, meaning he was wilLng to 
fork over as much as $700,000 for narcotics 
each week, according to the charges. 

Hurd told the undercover agent and infor- 
mant that he and a partner distributed about 
4 kilograms of cocaine each week in the Chi- 
cago area but that their supplier wasn’t able to 
meet their needs, according to the criminal 
complaint. 

Hurd also said his associate handled the 
majority of the deals, so he could focus on 
“higher end” deals, the complaint alleged. 

After accepting the i kilogram of coke from 
the informant, Hurd told the two that he 
plays for the Bears, gets out of practice about 
5:30 p.m. and would pay them the next day, ac- 
cording to the charges. Bears players are paid 
on'Fhursdays. 

Such undercover federal probes are usu- 
ally carried out with hidden recorders and 
video cameras, though the criminal complaint 
didn’t reveal if that was the case in the probe 
of Hurd.

Yarn-bombing for a cause

Pilsen has been known for its thriving arts community for years. It is a popular 
haven for painters and illustrators who use its many gallery spaces to create and share 
art with the public through events such as 2nd Fridays, an event series that invites the 
public to explore Pilsen’s art galleries and artists’ studios on the second Friday of each 
month. 

However, Pilsen’s art scene is hardly limited to organized shows and events. One 
of the best ways to experience the neighborhood’s art community is to take a walk 
through the area to witness, firsthand, an impressive collection of street art: from 
elaborate murals, to graffiti messages on buildings and sidewalks, to trees wrapped in 
yarn.

For 
every square that was knittedby a student or a parent. Si 00 was donated 
to the school. 

“The project came out of the knitting that is done as part of the 
curriculum,” Noe said. “Pilsen is filled with vibrant artwork, and it was 
natural for us to extend our work into the rich and artistic life of the sur- 
rounding community”

G-g-going to Soldier Field In the w-w-winter? 
Bears f-f-fans are full of tips for staying w-w-warm

Chris Pctlak is all too familiar with preparing to Bear down when temperatures are 
below zero. 

After putting on an entire dresser full of whatever looked warm, downing a few 
beers and snapping up some snow pants, the 26-year-old Roscoe Village resident 
headed to Soldier Field for what would go down as the second-coldest game ever 
played on Bears turf 


“Basically dress like you’re going sledding 
and put a jersey over it,” Petlak said, recalling 
the Dec. 22, 2008, Bears-Green Bay matchup, 
played at 2 degrees above zero with a wind 
chill of 15 below Not since 1983, when the 
temperature was 3 degrees with a minus-15 
wind chill, had it been so cold for a Bears 
home game. About 62,000 people watched 
Chicago beat the Packers that day but not 
before Petlak found his numb hands gripping 
a frozen beer. 

Such is life for die-hard Bears fans willing 
to endure four quarters ofpainfully cold wind, 
snow and even frostbite to witness those 
game-winning field goals or Devin Hester kick 
returns. Though Sunday’s contest against Se- 
attle is set to take place with a forgiving 43-de- 
gree high, those planning on attending can 
learn a thing or two from super fans who have 
borne the worst of it. After all, with the fifth- 
highest ticket prices in the NFL this season, 
fans can’t let a little thing like Mother Nature’s 
wrath get in the way of watching the Monsters 
of the Frozen Midway 

Tim Finnegan, director of life safety for 
Soldier Field, oversees medical stations and 
warming areas at the venue. During a cold 
game, he estimates about six fans on average 
could be taken away in an ambulance because 
of exposure, but medical staff usually can help 
before that’s necessary Most common, he 
said, wind burn and frost-nip symptoms bring 
patrons to one of the field’s three medical sta- 
tions. He has approached bare-chested fans 


during winter games to check on their well- 
being, but his team can’t force anyone to seek 
warmer shelter. 

In his six years on the job, Finnegan has 
learned an easy trick to keep himself out of 
harm’s way when the cold hits: Vaseline. 

“Rub it on your face, ears, anything that is 
going to be exposed,” he said, adding that it 
protects the skin. 

The wind, Petlak said, is the enemy of any 
fan dedicated enough to sit in the 300 level 
seats for an entire game played at near-zero 
temperatures. An “Eddie” hat— the kind Ran- 
dy Quaid wears in “Christmas Vacation”— is 
ideal for cutting the wind on the face, and 
heavy scarves, gloves and snow boots make 
the wind chill more manageable. 

For Keith Paulson, 27, of Norwood Park, 
it’s knowing what you’re getting into that 
makes blizzardlike conditions bearable. He 
would know— he also was in the stands for the 
2008 Packers game, 

“It was a lot of expectations of how cold it 
was going to be,” he said of the game. “Vbu 
have to set yoursel f right.” 

Irish coffee works wonders at the pregamc 
tailgate— which he said is by far worse than 
the actual stadium conditions because there’s 
no shield from the wind off T^ke Michigan— 
as do multiple layers. 

No matter how many layers 28 -year-old Ja- 
mie Zubcic of Lake view has on, one item is 
key: hand warmers. 

“I bought about 50 of the hand warmers 



and stuck them in literally every place you 
could put them,” she said, recalling the same 
frigid matchup in 2008. “That’s the first time 
I’ve ever heard anybody say ^keep your beer 
warm,’ ” 

Finnegan wouldn’t recommend the boozing. 

Alcohol dilates blood vessels, opening the 
pores in your skin and making you more sus- 
ceptible to the cold, he said, 

“It’s like taking your glove off. Tbu’re de- 
creasing that shield you had with that glove 
on,” he said. Additionally, overindulging will 


dehydrate the body, which already is working 
overtime to boost metabolism to keep its core 
temperature normal. 

Whether it’s 5 below or 90 degrees, Paul- 
son said it’s the game that’s memorable, not 
the weather, 

“The energy and electricity in Soldier Field, 
eweryone is there for the same reason,” Paul- 
son said, “’Vbu always have that bondj you can 
feel it. It takes away that bite no matter what 
game you go to,”

If you’ve seen Gary Oldman play Sid Vicious (“Sid 
and Nancy”), Lee Harvey Oswald (“JFK”) or Drac- 
ula (“Dracula”), you know Gary can be scary In 
fact, “Scary Gary” was reportedly his on-set nick- 
name during “Air Force One,” in which he played 
a terrorist. 

So it’s quite the reality check to watch and lis- 
ten as the 53 -year-old, soft-spoken Englishman 
talks about eating Gary’s popcorn (Gary Poppins 
Popcorn) and watching “The Sound of Music” in 
Grant Park while in Chicago to film “The Dark 
Knight.” The veteran actor certainly seems far 
from his many villains and closer to the accessi- 
ble calmness that appeared when he played Sirius 
Black in the “Harry Potter” franchise. 

In “Tinker Tailor Soldier Spy,” opening Friday, 
Oldman shows how much he can do without 
making a lot of noise or saying much at all. In the 
film, based on John le Carre’s novel that inspired 
a popular BBC miniseries, Oldman plays 
George Smiley, a British spy who never shows 
his hand as he tries to identify the Russian 
mole in his operation. Colin Firth and Tom 
Hardy co-star. 

At the Peninsula Hotel, L.A. resident 
Oldman and Swedish director Tomas 
Alfredson (“Let the Right One In”), 
46, talked about acting with tiny facial 
muscles, James Bond’s foolish tactics 
and Voldemort’s ultimate villainy

Why do you think that these days most 
spy movies come with explosions and chase 
sequences rather than the restraint of “Tinker 
Tailor”? 

Gary Oldman: There’s a poster in here some- 
where where it says that John le Carre redefined 
the thriller. I think that’s what it says. He lived 
in that world. He’s writing from a very subjective 
point of view This is closer to the world of spies 
than, say, the Ian Fleming world. It’s the anti- 
Bond. It’s not a particularly glamorous world of 
Aston Martins and tuxedos and casinos. 

Who would win a war of wits between George 
Smiley and James Bond? 

GO: Smiley I can’t think of any other spy that 
actually goes to places and then lets people 
know who he is. Everywhere he goes: “Bond. 
James Bond.” “There he is over there. Kill him.” 
“There he is; that’s him.” 

He is a very easy target. 

GO: He’s always struck me as a very easy target! 


OLDMAN TALKS CHICAGO: 

‘Tve shot three films here. And the last time I was here would be with The Dark Knight.’ 

It was over the summer and I went to the, you know, they have the festival, the outdoor 
screenings, so my memory is of Gary’s popcorn [Gary Poppins Popcorn] ... I got a picnic 
basket together and went to the park and watched The Sound of Music.’ ... Great history, 
great architecture. And good food. We sampled some of that last night, didn’t we?” 
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And yet no one can kill him. 

GO: I loved the James Bond series but could 
never get my head around that. That he tells 
everyone who he is. 

Gary, you’ve done a lot of work with accents 
throughout your career. How much time did 
you spend on this one? 

GO: Well, I had to go back and learn English 
again because I have lived in America for so long 
that there are things now that my speech has 
really changed over the years. And American, 
that’s the accent I hear all the time. So I had to 
really brush up on my original way of speaking 
because ... my As are a little flatter, my R’s are a 
little harder. 



Who? What? 


You once said the Illinois accent is a very flat, 
unimaginative thing. Should we be offended? 

GO: No, I don’t think you should be offended. 

I just think that there wasn’t a great deal of 
musicality in it. I had to focus; I really had to 
concentrate. Was I referring to Shelly Runyon in 
“The Contender”? 

Yes. 

GO: I had to work very hard every day to keep 
it. Because there [are] little clues that you have 
and accents tend to have their own inherent 
musicality, they have a rhythm to them and you 
hear the original accent, you hear the Irish in an 
Irish-American, you can hear the Italian in an 
ItalianT American}, New York for instance. And 
those things, the ear latches onto those things 
as an actor. And I found that Illinois didn’t have 
the same musicality 

Tomas, tell me something you wanted to chal- 
lenge Gary to do in this role. 

TA: Well, the biggest challenge for him was not 
to do so much. To be as spare as possible. And 
that takes a lot of courage and a lot of experi- 
ence to dare to do. I think it’s fantastic to see 
how he uses the tiniest muscles there are in his 
face and in his body to express himself when the 
camera is so closely looking at him. 

Gary, do you prefer playing a villain or a hero, 
and how do you think Voldemort’s evil com- 
pares to the evil of villains you’ve played? 

GO: Well you go through phrases in a career. So 
maybe I’m coming into my quieter phase. I have 
played my share of bad guys. But nothing com- 
pares to the evil ofVoldemort. Even Dracula 
wants to drink your blood, but you can feel some 
compassion for him. I don’t think you can for 
Voldemort. 

He’s just trying to kill Harry Potter though, not 
the President [like Oldman’s character in “Air 
Force One,” and when Oldman played Lee Har- 
vey Oswald in “JFK.”] 

GO: Yes, but I think as a cinema villain, Volde- 
mort, that creation, he gets the prize.

In spy movies, 
the organiza- 
tion some- 
times seems 
to exist only 
to police it- 
self and its 
inevitable 
traitors. So 
when the operation 
doesn’t appear to ac- 
complish anything else 
except cleaning up its 
own mess, it suggests 
that shutting down the 
whole thing would at 
least keep the Secrets 
Revealed Monitor out of the red. 

As usual, the intelligence officers 
in “Tinker Tailor Soldier Spy” are 
often in the dark, trying to uncover 
intelligence they lack. British agent 
George Smiley (Gary Oldman) returns 
to duty to lead an investigation when 
Control (John Hurt) declares there’s 
a Russian mole in their ranks. Has an 
Englishman defected to the other 
side? Has someone faked his own 
death? Will any of these characters 
move or talk at a rate other than quiet 
and classy? 

Bringing in Colin Firth, Tom Hardy, 
Toby Jones and Ciaran Hinds, the 
casting department has done favors 
to “Tinker” that the script doesn’t. 

Not that it was an easy task for writ- 
ers Peter Straughan and Bridget 
O’Connor and director Tomas 
Alfredson (“Let the Right One In”) 
to boil down John Le Carre’s novel 
(which became a popular miniseries), 
which is extremely well regarded for 
its density. Yet the film’s story and mo- 
tives frequently feel far away, without 
enough definition to characters or a 
sense of what’s at stake other than 
the possible release of information we 
don’t even know. The movie certainly 
puts the cold in Cold War, but our curi- 
osity needs a hook to hang from.

his increasingly complicated relationship with 
a previously unhinged patient (a shocking 
Keira Knightley) only furthers his uncertainty 
about logical human interaction. 

Writer Christopher Hampton adapted the 
movie from his play based on a book by John 
Kerr. Hampton won an Oscar for taking the 
same approach with “Dangerous Liaisons”; 
with “Method,” he contributes both rivet- 
ing, fascinating language and an ultimately 
constricted dedication to talking about doing 
rather than doing. The story, of course, focuses 
on the development of an approach rather than 
the firm implementation of it, but eventually 
all the conversation leaves you wanting a bit 
more action. 


And if Jung’s feelings for Sabina (Knight- 
ley) never register as love, it’s not because of 
the performances. Everyone’s excellent; most 
surprising, certainly, is Knightley, who ma- 
neuvers from a place of terror about her own 
abuse-driven, involuntary sexual responses to 
a time when the student could become the 
teacher. 

With perhaps a softer edge than usual, 
director David Cronenberg (‘A History of 
Violence”) demonstrates nothing less than big 
ideas about the nature of humanity and a keen 
perception of the development and dissolution 
of some very specific relationships. 

Everyone in ‘A Dangerous Method” employs 
a method that could be considered dangerous; 
what’s at stake are questions that every person 
deals with in trying to understand themselves 
and others. And if that doesn’t interest you, you 
can show up for the bedroom spankings, and 
take the brainy chats as a bonus.

We can officially close the book on 
Charlie Sheen’s tumultuous 2011 
now that Alvin (voiced by Justin 
Long), selfishly stealing a mango 
while stranded on a tropical is- 
land with the other chipmunks 
and Chipettes, has exclaimed, 
“Winning!” 

This franchise, on the other 
hand, remains a biennial irritant, 
slapped together out of helium- 
voiced takes on pop songs (Willow 
Smith’s “Whip My Hair” becomes 
“Whip My Tail,” blecch) and the 
happy bank accounts of actors 
wanting to go on vacation for a 
couple months. That means Jason 
Lee (as Dave) and David Cross (as 
fallen record exec Ian), the latter 
wearing a full-body pelican suit, 
trudging around in search of those 
pesky critters with unidentifiable 
celeb voices (like Amy Poehler and 
Christina Applegate). 

The chipmunks’ disappearance 
occurs when they fall off a cruise 
ship after Alvin fashions a hang- 
glider out of a kite for which he 
trades an overweight kid a donut. 

After two of these movies, it’s 
hard to get mad about this trash 
anymore. Just sad. Of course Dave 
has hot gravy spilled in his lap. Of 
course the chipmunks belt out 
not one but two Lady Gaga songs 
and break into “Kumbaya” around 
the fire. That’s just part of the 
experience. 

But Alvin saying a woman 
can follow him on Twitter, and a 
subplot in which uptight Simon 
transforms into a cooler, French- 
accented version of himself a la 
Stefan Urquelle, that’s when you 
envision tiny nails being driven 
into your skull. By the time the 
gang performed a rendition of 
“Ain’t No Stoppin’ Us Now,” I want- 
ed to reply, “Well, you don’t have 
to rub it in.”

Earth, starting with scientist Will 
Rodman (James Franco) trying to 
find a cure for Alzheimer’s to help 
his stricken father (John Lithgow). 
His experiments focus on an or- 
phaned chimpanzee, Caesar (a 
combination of actor Andy Serkis 
and special effects), whose intel- 
ligence surpasses all of Will’s ex- 
pectations. The film falters near 
the end, but for the most part it’s a 
fine work. 

DVD extras: featurette called “The 
Genius of Andy Serkis,” a couple 
of deleted scenes and a piece 
about the mythology of the “Apes” 
movies. Blu-ray extras: far more 
deleted scenes, making-of pieces, 
several segments on ape facts and 
two audio commentaries. 

A special Blu-ray collection con- 
tains “Rise” and the above extras, 
the five original “Planet of the 
Apes” movies and Tim Burton’s 
2001 reimagining of “Planet” for 
$139.99.

runs like a maniac. 

It’s kind of awesome. 

The much-maligned but still very com- 
manding movie star’s relentless, up-for- 
anything energy keeps the blood flowing 
and the stunts, uh, stunting in the first 
“Mission: Impossible” movie since 20o6’s 
great “Mission: Impossible III.” I mean, I 
can’t say how much Cruise did or didn’t do 
atop Dubai’s Burj Khalifa, the world’s tall- 
est building, but the scene in which Ethan 
Hunt (Cruise) crawls up the building’s 
exterior to reach the 130th floor could make 
birds afraid of heights. It’s that high, and 
that gripping. 

Not all of “Ghost Protocol” crackles as 
Ethan, his somewhat irritating comic relief 
(Simon Pegg), his gorgeous new partner 
(Paula Patton) and an analyst (Jeremy 
Renner) with surprisingly good hand-to- 
hand combat skills track down a Swedish 


“nuclear extremist” (Michael Nyqvist). 
Eormer ‘Mias” writers Josh Appelbaum and 
Andre Nemec may as well have named the 
villain and his agenda “Generic Bad Guy #5” 
since Nyqvist, who also was bland as Mikael 
Blomkvist in the Swedish adaptations of 
Stieg Larsson’s “Millennium” trilogy, brings 
zero personality to the role. The Russian 
investigators trailing Ethan’s team also add 
nothing. 

As every spy-related action movie must 
cover at least four major parts of the world 
(sorry, “Tinker Tailor,” these are the stakes 
I prefer), “Ghost Protocol” hops from Bu- 
dapest to Moscow to Dubai to Mumbai. In 
each place director Brad Bird (“Ratatouille,” 
“The Incredibles”) suggests that his first live- 
action film shouldn’t be his last. He brings 
new life to prison breaks and explosions 
and incorporates crazy-cool technology you 
wish you owned. Which is perfect, since Tim 
Gunn totally just called “Gloves that cling to 
the outside of skyscrapers” this year’s hottest 
holiday gift.

In 2009, British film writer/director Guy 
Ritchie shocked Sherlock Holmes purists by 
rebooting the classic crime-fighting character 
for a new generation of movie fans. 

Gone were the traditional capes, deer- 
stalker hats and pipes. Instead, as embodied 
by Robert Downey Jr., the famous detective 
was now part intellectual sleuth, part martial 
arts action-hero, and he was partnered with a 
slimmed-down, pumped-up Watson, played 
by Jude Law 

The result? Elementary— a $525 million 
global box office hit. And now the team are 
back in the sequel, “Sherlock Holmes: A 
Game of Shadows,” out Friday 

This time. Holmes and Watson face a new 
adversary, the brilliant but evil Professor 
James Moriarty (Jared Harris) who is schem- 
ing to bring down European governments 
and has threatened the life of a Gypsy fortune 
teller (Swedish actress Noomi Rapace, in her 
first English-speaking role). 

Downey Jr. said that while the actors had a 
tight script from which to work, ad-libs and 
on-set improvisation were very much the 
guiding force of the production. 

“It’s a democracy in the truest and most 
frustrating and most rewarding sense of the 



word,” said Downey Jr., whose Holmes once 
again wears many disguises, including a drag 
outfit. 

Harris said that being thrown into the 
tight-knit group of previous “Holmes” col- 
laborators was “quite a challenge.” He said he 
would bring up ideas “and even if they didn’t 
like them, they’d nod politely and just never 
circle back to them.” 

The classically-trained actor had to learn to 
be prepared for the unexpected. 

“Jared and I would have a scene we’d be 
shooting in two days, and he’d say, ‘Is this go- 
ing to pretty much stay like this?’ and I’d go, 
‘Not a word of it,’ ” said Downey Jr. ‘And it’d 
be like that.”

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‘Sherlock Holmes’ sequel Is elementary 


A convoluted plot. 

A generic adven- 
ture score. A lead 
performance that’s 
already played its best 
hand. What is this, a 
“Pirates of the Carib- 
bean” sequel? 

No, it’s the follow-up to Guy Ritchie’s mild- 
ly amusing 2009 take on “Sherlock Holmes,” 
and I could not remember the sequel’s subtitle 
en route to the screening. Book of Shadows? 
Game of Thrones? Chicken of the Sea? Well, 
‘A Game of Shadows” is no more memorable. 

As Sir Arthur Conan Doyle’s classic detec- 
tive, Sherlock Holmes, Robert Downeyjr. 
proves that the legendary sleuth is not im- 
mune to the law of diminishing returns. 

No matter how many wigs he wears or 
goofy asides he makes— yes. Holmes just 
drank formaldehyde and said he’s draining 
fluid from the adrenal glands of sheep — 
Downeyjr. can’t breathe life into a sequel 
that’s muted by its director’s tone-deaf in- 
ability to vary his style. Holmes and Watson 
(Jude Law) believe that diabolical professor 
Moriarty (Jared Harris) has a connection

to a growing conflict between France and 
Germany in 1891; they just don’t know why 
This merely offers Ritchie new opportunity 
to stage stylized hand-to-hand beatings and 
slow-motion gun battles, as if a tree explod- 
ing slowly achieves a greater sense of drama 
than actually caring about who’s been shot. 

Holmes also battles abandonment issues 
surrounding Watson’s impending nuptials, 
and suffice to say 19th-century bachelor par- 
ties have nothing on the 21st-century version. 

Noomi Rapace (better known as the original 
Lisbeth Salander) is wasted as a fortune-teller 
along for the ride, contributing as much as the 
perfunctory war of words between Holmes 
and Moriarty that parallels a chess game. 

Just because ‘A Game of Shadows” blows 
things up and makes jokes about hedgehog 
goulash doesn’t mean it actually has any 
personality What registers most is seeing 
that, after Watson’s “stag party,” waking up a 
hungover man with bagpipes is just cruel.

Allow me to begin my take on Thursday’s Golden Globe nominations 
with a sigh of relief: the extremely shallow, incredibly exploitative 
assumed Oscar contender “Extremely Loud and Incredibly Close,” 
one of the worst movies of the year, received zero nominations. None. 
Not, as some predicted, for Best Picture, Best Supporting Actor (Max 
Von Sydow) or Best Supporting Actress (Sandra Bullock). Well done, 
Hollywood Foreign Press Association. 


Now that I got that off my chest, some other thoughts: 


» “The Artist” maintained its front-running 
Oscar status, picking up nominations in every 
major category expected (Picture, Director, 
Actor, Supporting Actress).

Gleeson, the meat, potatoes, whiskey and beer 
of “The Guard.” As for another nod for Leonardo 
DiCaprio (“J. Edgar”), Gary Oldman (“Tinker 
Tailor Soldier Spy”) should be irritated by now. 

» How strange that Ryan Gosling’s best turn

Timeline touches down at Facebook

People around the world began seeing mes- 
sages from Facebook on Thursday encourag- 
ing them to start scrapbooking their lives. 

The service’s new Timeline profiles, which 
Facebook introduced nearly three months 
ago at its annual conference, now are available 
to any of the site’s 8oo million users who de- 
cide to activate it. Soon, Facebook will turn it 
on for everybody with an alert at the top of 
profiles, the company said in a blog post. 

Timeline will arrange a user’s posts, photos 
and important milestones (weddings, births 
of children, etc.) chronologically in two col- 
umns of information, with a blue line marked 
by dates running vertically down the middle. 
On the right, visitors easily can skip to certain 
months or years to see what was happening at 
that time in a person’s life, and below that are 
advertisements. 

In addition to a standard profile picture, us- 
ers now can set a cover photo, a large shot that 
appears at the top of each Timeline profile. 

Facebook has said the idea behind Time- 
line is to chronicle someone’s life and its 
major events over many years instead of the 
social network’s current profile pages, which 
tend to emphasize the here and now 


For those anxious to see what kind of past 
info or photos Facebook may find, the clock 
starts ticking as soon as Timeline is turned on. 
Once that happens, a user has seven days to 
review the new layout and edit things before 
it goes public and can be viewed by friends. 
Each user can choose during that time to un- 
veil their page before the seven days are up; 
regardless, Facebook will publish the page au- 
tomatically after a week. 

People can choose to “feature” major 


life events, such as engagements or injuries 
(which now is an optional type of status up- 
date), or hide more embarrassing ones. Anew 
Activity Log page makes it easier to see every- 
thing and to find certain posts. 

Facebook app developers began test- 
ing Timeline profiles in September, and the 
company has not made significant changes 
to it since then. This update has followed 
Facebook’s “slow rollout” mantra for product 
launches.
